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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applied art still teaches the claim elements. 
Regarding claim 1, Applicant argues that Iverson (U.S. Patent No. 6,957,075 B1) does not explicitly teach a Ul support module wherein the 
stored input/output modules are selected corresponding to conditions of respective users. Contrary to Applicant's arguments, Iverson 
teaches that a user can define personalities associated with a particular location ID [column 7, lines 2-5] and can also change and 
customize the dynamically selected personality by selecting an alternate personality [column 7, lines 9-22]. The invention of Iverson 
automatically adjusts an applicance to meet the dynamic demands of ever mobile appliance users [column 8, lines 26-32]. Thus, more than 
one user may adjust the settings of the applicance. Examiner notes that conditions of respective users may be interpreted as a preference 
of the user, a setting of the user, or information pertaining to the user. The appliance personalities selected by users to be displayed based, 
at least in part, on an identified current location and/or location type of the appliance, represent various user interface and 
functions/applications on an electronic device that are made available to a user [column 3, lines 23-56]. Thus, the stored input/output 
modules are selected corresponding to conditions set by users. 

Similar arguments have been presented for independent claims 8, 13, 22, 28, and 30 and thus, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive 
for the same reasons. 

Applicant states that dependent claims 2-7, 9-12, 14-21, 23-27, 29, and 31-34 recite all the limitations of the independent claims, and thus, 
are allowable in view of the remarks set forth regarding independent claims 1 , 8, 1 3, 22, 28, and 30. However, as discussed above, Iverson 
is considered to teach claims 1, 8, 13, 22, 28, and 30, and consequently, claims 2-7, 9-12, 14-21, 23-27, 29, and 31-34 are rejected. 
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
